The  Budget  Committee,  consisting  of  President  Angela  Alioto,  Vice-Chair,  Supervisor  Sue  Bierman  and 
the  undersigned,  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  its  recommended  budget  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  for  Fiscal  Year  1994-95.  The  budget  as  presented  today  contains  a  $10  million  General 
Fund  Reserve  and  a  $1.6  million   surplus. 

GENERAL   FUND  REVENUE  SHORTFALL 

The  City  was  faced  with  a  General  Fund  revenue  shortfall,  amounting  to  an  estimated  $98.9  million, 
as  the  1994-95  budget  development  process  began.  This  projected  shortfall  was  addressed  by  the  Mayor 
through  a  combination  of  increased  revenues  and  decreased  expenditures,  and  the  Mayor's  recommended 
budget  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  1,  1994.  The  Mayor's  recommended  budget  also 
provided  for  increased  hiring  of  uniformed  Police  Officers  in  order  to  meet  the  anticipated  mandates  of 
Proposition  D,   which   requires   a  full    staffing  level   of  1,971    Police  Officers   by  June,    1995. 

However,  within  days  of  the  Mayor's  budget  submission,  the  budget  was  no  longer  in  balance  because 
voters  also  approved  Proposition  E,  the  Library  Preservation  Fund  Charter  Amendment.  Under  Proposition 
E,  the  Controller  initially  estimated  that  the  City  was  required  to  appropriate  an  additional  $13.9 
million  for  the  Library.  The  Budget  Committee  noted  that  the  Mayor's  recommended  budget,  upon 
submission  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  had  not  provided  for  a  contingency  plan  to  address  that  $13.9 
million   shortfall    for  the  Library. 

As  discussed  in  more  detail  below,  at  the  specific  urging  of  the  Budget  Committee,  the  Mayor  agreed 
to  cooperate  and  work  with  the  Committee  in  order  to  formulate  a  plan  to  address  various  existing 
budgetary  shortfalls,  including  the  Library  shortfall,  for  purposes  of  fully  balancing  the  City's 
Fiscal  Year  1994-95  budget.  The  estimated  shortfall  is  $20.9  million,  excluding  most  of  the  impact  of 
the  State  budget. 

ZERO-BASE  BUDGET  ANALYSIS 
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Our  job  of  attempting  to  further  cut  the  Mayor's  recommended  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1994-95  was 
unusually  difficult  because  of  the  reductions  already  made  in  the  budget.  In  that  regard,  I  had 
previously  initiated,  with  the  support  of  the  Budget  Committee,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the 
Mayor,  the  undertaking  of  a  Zero-Base  Budget  Analysis  by  our  Budget  Analyst.  That  analysis,  which  I 
oversaw,  was  accomplished  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Mayor's  Budget  Director,  was 
extremely  successful.  As  a  result,  the  Mayor  accepted  an  estimated  $15.9  million  of  the  Budget 
Analyst's  Zero-Base  recommended  budget  reductions.  Those  recommendations  were  implemented  in  the 
Mayor's  recommended  Fiscal  Year  1994-95  budget  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  1.  Thus, 
as  I  previously  indicated,  cutting  the  budget  even  further,  without  impacting  service  levels,  was  very 
difficult. 

The  Zero-Base  Budget  Analysis  represents  a  new  approach  to  budgeting  in  San  Francisco.  All  major 
General  Fund  departments  were  evaluated  not  only  on  an  expenditure  and  revenue  basis,  but  also  on  a 
programmatic  basis.  I  strongly  believe  that  this  approach  allows  for  improved  budget  decision-making  in 
that  the  relationship  between  costs  and  outcomes  can  be  more  readily  assessed.  It  is  my  intention  to 
have  such  a  Zero-Base  Budget  Analysis  conducted  each  year.  The  results  of  the  analysis  accomplished 
this  year  speak  for  themselves. 

OVERALL  RESULTS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE'S  BUDGET   REVIEW 

The    Committee    has    meticulously    examined    every    line    item    expenditure    contained     in  the    Mayor's 

recommended    budget     in    order    to    identify    expenditures    which    could    be    reduced    without  reducing    any 

services.  Cuts  which  the  Committee  made  can  be  used  to  reduce  the  aforementioned  shortfall  which  totals 
$21 .0  million. 

The  budget  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee  includes  total  reductions  of  approximately  $14.1 
million  (excluding  reductions  made  to  the  budget  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency)  from  the  budget  submitted 
by  the  Mayor. 

Of  the  $14.1  million  in  net  budget  reductions,  approximately  $5.4  million,  including  a  capital 
improvement  project  reductions  of  $1.5  million,  is  from  General  Fund  appropriations.  Additionally,  the 
budget,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee,  includes  reserves  on  appropriations  of  approximately 
$7.4  million.  These  reserves  will  be  released,  and  expenditures  allowed,  only  after  further  information 
is   submitted   to   the  Committee. 

Also,  the  Committee  has  identified  funds  to  maintain  programs  that  were  not  included  in  the  Mayor's 
original  budget.  The  Committee  restored  programs  such  as  the  Center  for  Special  Problems  for  six  months 
of  operation.  This  program  treats  over  350  violent  offenders  per  year.  The  Committee  concurs  with  plans 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  sustain  continued  operation  of  the  Southeast  and  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Centers'  preventive  and  acute  dental  services  to  approximately  1,900  children  and  adults  for  one 
month,  and  the  continuation  for  one  month  of  operations  for  Community  Substance  Abuse  programs,  while 
additional    funding  is   sought  from  Federal    sources. 

PLAN  TO  RESOLVE  BUDGETARY  SHORTFALL 

Initially  the  Mayor  had  submitted  a  list  of  options,  to  address  the  $20.9  million  in  budgetary 
shortfalls,  which  primarily  consisted  of  further  budget  and  related  service  level  reductions  such  as  a 
$6.1  million  cut  to  Adult  Mental  Health  services  and  a  reduction  of  $6.0  million  in  General  Assistance 
payments.  However,  the  Committee  has  recommended  a  specific  plan,  including  revenue  measures,  to 
resolve  the  expected  budgetary  shortfall  of  $20.9  million  without  including  the  Mental  Health  cuts  or  a 
General  Assistance  payment  reduction.  This  $20.9  million  shortfall  represents  the  amount  of  funds  which 
we  know  that  we  need  at   this   time. 

In  order  to  address  the  budgetary  shortfall  of  $20.9  million  as  identified  by  the  Committee,  the 
Committee  recommends  additional  revenue  by  increasing  the  Real  Property  Transfer  Tax  from  $5.00  to 
$10.00  per  thousand  for  properties  over  $250,000,  which  will  produce  $9.6  million  in  1994-95,  and 
increased  Parking  Fines   for  street  cleaning  and  parking  meter  violations   (from  $20   to  $25  per 

violation)  to  generate  an  additional  $2.6  million.  The  Committee  is  hopeful  that  the  Mayor  will  in  fact 
cooperate  with  the  Committee  in  order  to  implement  any  revenue  measures  necessary  to  balance  the  City's 
Fiscal   Year   1994-95  budget,   without   further  jeopardizing   the  level    of   services   provided   to  our  citizens. 

Additionally,  the  Committee  recommends  a  reduction  in  Capital  Appropriations  of  $1.5  million,  which 
will  be  partially  offset  by  increased  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  funding  for  American's 
With  Disability  Act  (ADA)  projects.  Also,  we  recommend  that  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  provide 
a  1994-95  Payment  in  Lieu  of  Taxes  (PILOT)  to  the  General  Fund  of  $600,000.  The  Committee  is  continuing 
its  deliberations  on  this  matter  with  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  on  its  outstanding  PILOT 
payments   owed   to   the  City   from  previous   years. 

Through  the  outstanding  work  of  the  Controller,  it  was  determined  that  the  text  of  Proposition  E, 
regarding  the  baseline  funding  requirement  for  the  Library,  is  indexed  to  1992-93  General  Fund 
appropriations.  Due  to  actual  reductions  in  the  level  of  General  Fund  appropriations  since  1992-93, 
primarily  because  of  State  mandated  shifts  of  property  tax  revenue  to  School  Districts,  the  Controller 
has  determined  that  the  baseline  Library  funding  requirement  has  been  reduced  from  an  expected  1994-95 
level  of  approximately  $21.0  million  to  $17.0  million.  This  reduction  in  the  baseline  requirement 
results   in  a  $4.0  million  General    Fund  savings. 
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Lastly,  as  previously  noted,  the  Committee  has  identified  approximately  $5.4  million  in  General 
Fund  reductions,  including  $3.9  million  recommended  by  the  Budget  Analyst,  that  can  be  applied  to  the 
estimated  shortfall.  The  table  below  summarizes  the  items  that  comprise  the  $20.9  million  shortfall  and 
the  Committee's   proposed   sources   of  funding   to  overcome  the  funding  gap.

The  Committee  is  submitting  its  recommended  budget,  including  the  measures  outlined  above  to 
bridge  the  present  funding  gap,  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  consideration  on  July  18th  and  adoption 
on  July  25th.  Pursuant  to  the  Administrative  Code,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  budget  no  later  than  July  26. 

The  final  State  budget  will  impact  San  Francisco.  The  impact  will  primarily  affect  State-funded 
health  programs.  This  State  cut  is  tentatively  estimated  to  be  approximately  $14.0  million.  The 
Committee  is  very  concerned  about  the  severe  impact  this  cut  could  have  on  health-related  services  and 
recognizes  that  further  action  may  be  necessary  when  the  precise  impacts  of  the  final  State  budget  are 
known.  In  the  next  few  days,  the  Committee  stands  ready  to  work  with  the  Mayor,  each  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  minimize  the  effect  these  State  cuts  will 
have  on  our  people. 

COMPARATIVE  BUDGET  DATA 

The  1993-94  budget,  as  finally  adopted  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  was  $2,736 
billion.  The  1994-95  budget  of  $2,784  billion  (including  budget  adjustments)  recommended  by  the  Mayor 
results  in  an  increase  of  approximately  $48  million  from  the  finally  adopted  1993-94  budget.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  1994-95  City  and  County  budget  are  summarized  as 
fol  lows :

Dear  Supervisor  Alioto: 

Per  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  6.206,  I  am  returning  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Consolidated  Budget  and  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1995  (Board 
File  No.  101-94-2)  with  the  attached  line  item  vetoes. 

When  my  budget  staff  began  preparing  the  fiscal  1994/95  budget,  a  deficit  of  approximately  $100  million 
was  projected.  After  hundreds  of  hours  of  work,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  zero-based  budgeting 
process  performed  by  the  Board's  budget  analyst,  I  submitted  a  balanced  budget  on  June  1,  1994  as 
required  by  the  Charter.  Several  days  later,  that  budget  was  thrown  out  of  balance  when  the  voters 
passed  Proposition  E,  setting  aside  millions  of  additional  dollars  for  our  libraries.  The  State  of 
California  created  additional  shortfalls  in  San  Francisco's  finances  due  to  its  budget  decisions. 
Since  that  time,  my  staff,  the  Board's  Budget  Committee,  and  the  Budget  Analyst  have  worked 
continuously  to  find  ways  to  close  the  gap.  . 

To  balance  the  budget  the  Board  proposes  a  doubling  of  the  real  estate  transfer  tax  from  the  current 
$5,00  per  $1000.00  to  $10.00  per  $1000.00.  The  proposed  transfer  tax  is  estimated  to  raise  $9.6 
million. 

I  do  not  support  a  doubling  of  the  transfer  tax  because  the  revenue  burden  should  not  fall  to  one 
industry  or  to  one  transaction  type.  Instead,  I  have  line  item  vetoed  several  appropriations  in  the 
budget  equaling  $800,000.00.  After  having  exhaustively  reviewed  every  line  item  of  the  budget,  I  am 
comfortable  that  any  reductions  beyond  this  $800,000.00  will  result  in  cuts  to  vital  services. 

During  the  next  several  days,  I  will  be  working  with  my  staff  and  members  of  the  Board  to  develop 
revenue  generating  proposals  that  more  evenly  spread  the  burden.  No  one  wants  to  see  the  necessary 
services  that  this  budget  has  preserved  threatened,  and  I  am  confident  a  revenue  package  that  is 
satisfactory  to  all  citizens  will  be  developed.
